was 
feared 
they would not live.

States Bureau of Seines engineers 
from Pittsburgh was proceeding. 
From stories told by rescue crews 
when they reached the surface .it 
appeared that the miners who had \ 
just gone down the shaft were mak- 
i ing their way in mine cars to their \ 
rooms when the explosion occurred. 
As the hours passed hope that any 
considerable number had escaped be­ 
gan to wane.

THE AMENDMENTS. 


The question of how to vote on the 
amendments and referendums that come 
before the people for decision, at the elec­ 
tion is one of the greatest importance and 
one that, in too many cases, has not been 
given the attention that it should have re­ 
ceived. 
There are nineteen of these propositions 
on the ballot and each carries with it so 
much of good or evil for the future of Mis­ 
souri that each voter should know just ex­ 
actly what they mean and how to vote for 
or against them so thoroughly as to elimi­ 
nate any possibility of any mistake occur­ 
ring. 
Therefore, a brief review of what they 
are and what they mean is not out of place 
just on the eve of the election. 
Amendment No. 1 provides for an in­ 
crease in pay of state legislators to ten dol­ 
lars a day for one hundred days every two 
years instead of five dollars a day for sev­ 
enty days as is now provided. This amend­ 
ment is in keeping with the idea of making 
the pay of members of the general assem­ 
bly enough at least, to tempt good men 
to become candidates for the office and se­ 
cure for state legislators men of more than 
mediocre ability* 
This amendment should 
be passed. 
Amendment No. 2 provides for striking 
from the constitution the word “male” in 
providing for the requirements for citizen­ 
ship. 
This is in line with the federal con- 
stiution that gave women the vote, but goes 
further so far as the state is concerned and 
removes disqualifications that exist in the 
constitution as to holding office, etc. 
This should pass. 
Amendment No. 3 is one that is very vital 
to the good roads program of the state. It 
provides for taking from the automobile li­ 
cense fund enough money each year for the 
upkeep of the state roads. In providing for 
the use of this fund for building the roads 
the legislature omitted to make provision 
for their upkeep, and this amendment is 
merely to rectify this error. It will not in­ 
crease taxes, nor in any way place a burden 
upon the people, the money involved com­ 
ing directly from the fund created by the 
automobile license tax, and its passage will 


plan as in the congressional districts. 
If I 
proposition 19 should carry, the districts j 
have been so adroitly laid out that the state I 
senate would in the future be strongly re- * 
publican with no chance of a change in its 
political complexion, no matter how much 
the voters of the state might so desire. 
All these propositions should be defeat­ 
ed. 
Proposition No. 11 providing for a 'work­ 
man’s compensation and creating a com­ 
mission to administer the same should be 
carried because it is the best law in refer­ 
ence to this particular matter that it has 
been possible to pass in the legislature. It 
has the endorsement of the best minds who ‘ 
have studied this question, as well as of* 
leaders of various organizations devoted to 
the welfare of the people. 
Proposition No. 18, which deals with the 
same subject, should be defeated as it was 
drawn for the sole purpose of making null 
and void any idea of compensation, and 
thoroughly in the interest of selfish men 
who desire to profit from the fees received 
in damage suits against large corporations, j 1 
No. 11 meets the wants of personally injur-! jg 
ed people and places the compensation § 
they shall receive for injuries directly in 1 I 
their hands, while No. 18 would make it j 1 
possible to overcome this beneficial pro- j I 
vision and really nullify the purpose for | 
which compensation acts are created. It is | 
vital in this matter that No. 11 be voted for 
and No. 18 against. 
Proposition No. 12 is the county unit. It 
makes provision for high schools in th e! 
country districts whenever those districts j 
vote to have them. This proposition it 
seems, carries with it provision whereby ; 
the children of the country district in ay 
have the same facilities for a high school 
education that now are given to the chil­ 
dren of the cities, and on its face ought to 
carry because anything in the line of edu­ 
cational endeavor, or bringing to the coun­ 
try children educational advantages enjoy-! 
ed by those of the city ought to receive 
hearty support from all people interested ¡ 
in the future citizenship of the country.

JAPAN IS THIRD IN 
| 
MERCHANT SHIPPING 


TOKIO, Nov. 
6.—Discussing 
the 
figures of Lloyd’s shipping register 
showing that in the amount of mer­ 
cantile marine tonnage Japan is third j 
among the nations, being surpassed 
only by the United Kingdom and the! 
United States, the Oriental econom­ 
ist, a Japanese commercial monthly, S 
says the chief causes for the 
em- 
pire’s development in this line have 
been the protection and assistance I 
afforded by the government and the 
three wars in which Japan has been ¡ 
engaged in the last 25 years. 
“The protection of the government 
to the shipping trade of the country. 
dates as far back as 1872,” says the 
paper. “In 1875 the original company 
w&s dissolved and a new one estab­ 
lished. The Kyodo Unyu K a is ha was 
established in 1885 and in the same 
year the two companies were amal­ 
gamated and the present Nippon Yu- 
sen Kaisha came into existence. The 
government guaranteed the new com­ 
pany payment of 8 per cent dividend. 
This arrangement was later changed 
into the grant of a fixed amount of 
annual subsidy. 
“The termination of the Russ-Jap- 
anese war saw further development 
of Japan’s shipping trade and vari­ 
ous new liners were opened to many 
ports in China, Korea and in eastern 
Russia. 
In 1909, the Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha opened a new line to Tacoma 
and in January 1910, the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha reopened its line to 
South 
America, suspended since July 1908 
under an annual subsidy of 600,uOO 
yen. 
In 1912 the Nanyo Kisen Kai­ 
sha opened a new line to Sourabay 
under an annual subsidy of 150,000 
yen. 
“That the European war 
gave a 
great impetus to 
Japan’s 
shipping 
trade will be still in the memory of 
all. 
Another important iactor has 
been the plentiful supply of cheap 
labor in the shape of seaman and of 
fuel. The course of events in recent 
years, however, has shown that these 
factors m iavor of Japan have been 
disappearing and Japan’s 
shipping 
trade in common with many other 
industries is confronted with a seri­ 
ous crisis. 
“Considering that Japanese ships 
require a larger number of men 
in 
the handling the 
comparative 
low­ 
ness of the efiiciency ot 
the Japa­ 
nese seamen will be celar although 
their wages are comparatively high.”

THE ROME CIRCLE

By the Associated Press, 
SPRINGFIELD. ILL., Nov. 6.—The 
“old home circle*' is to return and a 
new interest, partly offsetting 
the 
lure of the city, may 
be born in 
farm life through the magic of the 
radio, Miss Edith Waller, director of 
radio programs 
for 
the 
Chicago 
Daily News, said in a recent address. 
“Think, for instance,” 
she 
said, 
“what it might mean to the home in 
a small community where the profes­ 
sional artist never goes, to actually 
hear Galli Curci sing or Fritz Kreisl- 
er play or Prof. Forest Ray Moulton 
give a lecture on astronomy, or to 
hear the leaders on any subject dis­ 
cuss the big questions they are vi­ 
tally interested in. Isn’t it a bit more 
personal than hearing Galli Curci or 
Kreisler on a record or reading a 
lecture or speech in the newspaper 
or magazine? 
“If the radio can bring all these 
things into the home, isn’t it likely 
that the tendency will be a returning 
to the old home circle and won t it 
bring an interest to the farm that 
will in a way offset the longing for 
the ‘big city?* ” 
'‘Think, too, what it would mean to 
a father 
and mother 
interested 
enough in music to send their son or 
daughter to the city for their musi­ 
cal education to hear that son 
or 
daughter play or sing over the radio 
50 to 1000 miles away. And not only 
that, but to hear the teacher—and 
from this teacher's point of view, 
isn’t there likely to be a more sympa­ 
thetic understanding formed and 
a 
greater personal interest taken by 
the parents of the child’s continued 
progress when ‘they hear how' well 
that child is doing—via radio. 
. “In some communities where the 
radio is a community feature think of 
the pride of these parents when the 
pet son or daughter is beard by the 
whole town. We are already receiv­ 
ing many letters from communities 
asking for suggestions as to how the 
radio can best be used to stimulate 
community activities. In a recent sur­
